At 2.30 this .morning it is stated that 


one of the lodgers confined in the Sta- 
tion conversed with Hutchings, .which 
would hiive shown that the act jvus 
committed between that time and the 
finding of the body.

MEANING 
IN ORNAMENT WORN; 


. BY THE RED MAN. 


Significant to Friends and Enemies, 


Was the Feathered Headgear 80 


Proudly Worn by the Honored 


"Braves" of the Prairies. 


..Few ornaments worn | by the 
In< 


dlans are purely decorative, as we are 
accustomed to believe. Almost everj 
fantastic part of the "Brave's" garb, 
says the Boston Herald, was symbolic, 
jtnd.as such it was'honored uy the.on 
looker and esteemed by the proud pos 
sessor. Such was true especially, ol 
tho feathered headgear known as the 
war bonnet. This ornament stood for 
the social relation, the .. Interdepend- 
ence, and was not directly connected 
with the supernatural, ,ng were 
so 


many of the Indian's' symbols.

."Wi|h the Qmahas, the'materials, re- 


quired to make the bonnet were gath- 
ered by the. man who.,wlshed to pos 
sess It, but Its manufacture depended 
on the assistance.of many persons. 'A 
sort of skull cap was made of dressed 
deerskin, with a flap hanging behind; 
a border of folded skin about the e'ugi 
formed the foundation for the crowi 
of golden eagle, feathers, which wer< 
fastened so as to stand upright'about 
the wearer's head. Each one of thesi 
feathers stood for a man; the tip o: 
hair fastened to the 
feathers 
and 


painted red represented 
the 
man'i 


Bcalplock,' Before a feather could bi 
fastened on the bonnet n man mua 
count his honors which entitled bin 
to wear the feather, and enabled bin

ors, he held up the feather which was 
to represent them, saying; "In such t 
battle I did this," etc. -'At the con- 
clutlbn of the recital the feather was 
handed to the man who was manufac- 
turing the war bo,nnet, who then pill 
the feather In its proper place. As 
many of these bonnets contained 50 
or moco feathers, and ns each feather 
must hnve an honor counted upon it, 
and no honor could be counted twice,
